LOVE WITH A VENGEANCE 


Gere had the misfortune to win the 
love of the Tartar widow, who in- 
sisted on marrying him. Though he 
became master of her land, his Ife 
was in perpetual danger. Olecska 
wore a revolver as an ornament, and 
used it at the slightest sign of Insub- 
ordination. . 


For 20 years Gere lived among the }- 
Tartars, Kirghiz, Manchus, Moham- 
medans who inhabit the plaing round 
the river Syr. These tribes, he 
stntes, have isolated themselves from 
the outside world by murdering the 
Russian officlals who were sent from 
time to time for purposes of requlsi- 
tloning and inspection.

Value Of Games

The Basis Of All. Fitness" 


, BYEN bridge, members of the British Medical As- 
sociation were told at Plymouth, cannot be re-

The health value of any game, properly played, 
was defended by Prof. E. P. Cathcart, Professor of 
Physiology at Glasgow University, ‘when he opened . 
a discussion at Torquay, where students of physi- 
cal education, attending the conference, went to talk 
about “The basis of national fitness.” 


“We assume too often,” said 
Prof. Catheart, ‘that we have 
good control of our muscles until 
we try some new form of 
activity. Most have passed 
through the humiliation of golf. 
When we see-a master of the 
game play it all looks so casy 
till we try it. 


“We realise that the same is true 
of any game, any art, for example, 
singing, plano playing, or even deal- 
ing cards nt bridge, which demands 
exact co-ordination of muscle. 


"The obvious gain from constant 
exercise of muscles is a great range 
of rhythmic .movement, _ better 
balance, more accurate ‘judgment, 
grent resiliency of the body as a 
whole, a better carringe, better pos- 
ture,” 

More than that, there was the 
beneficial effect on the capillary sys- 
tem. Ina pitce of muscle no thicker 
than a pin there were some 700 

ics and 200 muscle fibres. 
When the muscle was at rest there 
was comparatively little blood flow- 
ing through it und few of the capll- 
haries were open. 


TONIC OF MOVEMENT 


When the muscle became active, 
the latent capillaries came into action 
to meet the enhanced needs, The 
increas metabolism of active 
m fe demiunded an Increased oxy- 
gen supply, and at the same time 
there was the need for more rapid 
removal of waste materials, Includ- 
ing increased heat loss.  Henrt 
activity increased, and so did the 
rate of breathing. 

“It comes to this,” Prof. Cathcart 
added. “That even a most Hmited 
form of exercise brings about a flush- 
ing and refreshing of the whole or- 
ganism,” 

Regarding dict Prof. Cathcart said 
that °as’ far us olr knowledge went 
at the moment a dict of brown bread, 
milk, butter, cheese, fresh fruit, and 
alad could provide all the essentials. 
Ment was not un essentinl, 


“RE-CREATION OF SPIRIT” 


Even more important than physical 
recreation was “re-creation of the 
spirit." Malnutrition was a factor in 
fitnass, but “malnutrition’ of the 
spirit is quite as common as mal- 
nutrition of the body.” 

The modern trend of specialisation 
and the supplanting of the manual 
worker by the machine-minder had 
placed a premium on _ Intelligence, 
alertness and “quick reaction ‘time.” 

“There is no short cut to this de- 
sirable state of physical and mental 
perfection,” Prof. Cathcart added. 
“The price is steadfastness and dis- 
cipline. It Is relatively easy to get 
Tom, Dick and Harry to start and 
stl! more casy to attract Mary Jane 
and Ann, but it is diMcult to get 
them to continue. 2 

“Discipline is essential for right- 
living. Right-living means health. 
As Amicl said, ‘Health Is the first of 
all liberties and happiness gives us 
energy which is the basis of health,’ ” 


FUTURE OF HOSPITALS 


The future of the hospitals was the 
subject of one of the principal dis- 
cussions in the lecture rooms at Ply- 
mouth. Creatfon,of£ national fund to 
assist the voluntary institutions was 
n suggestion made by Mr. R. H.-P. 
Orde, secretary of the British’ Hos- 
pitals’ Association.

d\n total sum of £10,171. 


Adela Taylor, nged 40, 
stockbroker, of Royds Street, Roch- 
dale, snd she was committed for 
trial at Manchester Assizca, pall be- 
ing granted Inca personal recogni+ 
sance of £1,000 ond two surctics of 
£500 each. 

It is alleged that Miss Taylor con- 
verted to her own tse, in gix cases, 
bankers orders for the purchase of 
shore and, in tywo cascs, procecds for 
the sale of shares with which she 
should have purchased other shares. 

Mr. J. PF. Claxton, prosecuting, 
sald the story started as far back as 
1917, when Miss Taylor joined the 
firm of the Inte Enoch Dawson, stock 
and share brokers, of Rochdale.

Over two years of handling 
air mails should have taught the 
postal authorities all there is to 
know of the expeditious execu- 
tion of this very essential ser- 
vice; the sacid test, however, 
will come’ next week when the - 
bulk of Hongkong’s Empire 
letters, once - sent by air ag a 
novelty and even now as 2 com- 
parative luxury, will have no 
alternative means of transport. 
The past two years have not 
been without their complaints 


‘}from a public which, reasonably, 


expected that the acceleration in 
transit of air mails would be, 
in view of the higher postage, 
accompanied by their quicker 
passage through the post office. 
‘ne main grievances was that 
often, after being rushed 
through -the-air at over 100 
miles an hour and landed in 
Hongkong et nightfall, letters 
were allowed to remain un- 
sorted overnight so that private 
box-holders did not receive their 
correspondence -until the next 
morning; the less privileged re- 
sident in the suburbs waiting 
for the afternoon delivery. On 
the outward trip, mails some- 
times closed'on an afternoon 
when destined for despatch by 
a plane which left late in the 
forenoon of the following day. 
It is seldom. these complaints - 
are levelled now, for the postal 
executives, while presenting 
good reasons for the delay, have 
shown a sincere desire to give 
the public good service by meet- 
ing reasonable demands with 
the installation of special air 
mail boxes, working overtime, 
and keeping in close contact with 
the movements of planes. While 
they have had these two years 
of experience and complaints to 
guide ‘them, when the “all-up” 
service starts next week, the 
postal authorities should not 
lose sight of the obvious fact 
that .it .will not: only, be no nor- 


‘|mal week, but is likely to be the 


most abnormal. in the history 
of air mail traMe here. ‘There 
will not - be the huge bulk of 
collectors’ letters that go with 
every. first flight, but. this may

Locn! conditions, however, were yet 
far from jdeal, and In the opinion 
of the stay-at-home = Englishman 
Hongkong was still “the absurd 
chalve made by the British Govern- 
ment for a colony, and burial ground 
for British troops off China,” In 
fact, “to damn one to Hongkong*t 
was at that time a popular variant 
ofan every day oath: for according 
te the mid-nineteenth century con- 
ception, our present Colony was 
the “nenrest counterpart to Hell! 
that could be found on earth.” 
The Morning Advertiser In its Issue 
of October 16, 1856, in accounting 
for the alleged unpopularity of this 
nem of the Far East states that 
“possibly the temperature — and 
climate must also be taken into 
consideration As to climate, 
when we state that the fall of rain 
from the Ist July last to the 3ist 
was 50 Inches, and that up to the 
8th August it was still raining hard 
there, with no prospect of cessation 
und this, with the agreeable episode 
of a typhoon—we hope that we have 
conveyed some faint idea, at lenst to 
metcorological readers, of a few of 
the delights of Hongkoty:.” 


Graft And. Corruption 


Those factors, which probably did 
more than anything clse to bring upon 
the Colony such an unsavoury re- 
putation belying its growing 
importance as a great port, were the 
unseemly quarrels = which were 
allowed to create dissension in the 
community. Officials accused one 
another of graft and corruption, and 
even the then Governor, Sir John 
Bowring could not forbear from 
taking part. “Muck raking” of the 
most nojsome ‘thoroughness was 
openly endulged In, and. readily found 
ils echoes In the pages of the loca 
newspapers of the period. * 


the “all-up” service is a matter 
which no doubt, has been al- 
ready considered by. Govern- 
ment. The despatch of air 
mail calis for more handling 
than that by. gurface trans- 
portation; letters are bundled 
and bagged with greater care, 
weighing is carricd out and 
checked with greater precision 
‘and more clerical work is en- 
tailed in the manifold . official 
documents which accompany 
each consignment. Above all, 
there is the higher speed at 
which the work must bo carried 
out. All this alone may not 
call for increased _ hands, but 
reorganisation of postal hours 
seems imperative if “all-up’ 
mails areto bo handled with 
despatch. Beenuse, according 
to schedule, planes leave Hong- 
kong at dawn and arrive at 
nightfall, night sorting would 
appear necessary; but no separ- 
ate night staff is employed at 
the post office. In tha past 


As a matter of historical accuracy, 


‘there was much truth in the constant 


hurling, of charges and counter- 
charges; for “where there ts smoke 
there is bound to be fire." It is a 
pity to record that most of these 
xecusals were too true. Alleged 
instanees of pratt and corruption 
were constantly being brought to 
fight, and It was not until the next 
decade that the Colony achleved its 
present high = standard of official 
integrity and efficiency. 


Even the staid) London Times 
alluded to Hongkong on more than 
one occasion as a “turbulent and 
quarrelsome little island." Other 
English journals were far more out- 
spoken, as for Instance, the Morning 
Advertisvr which stated in’ 1856: 
“Spite, corruption, meanness, false- 
hood, and avarice, are born of the 
situatlon and nurtured in the locality, 
We can imagine no British settlement 
equally hateful, always excepting 
Norfolk Island, save Aden . . . The 
moral attributes of Hongkong, the 
venality, and corruption that there 
exist, have made it, in addition to 
Its natural ill-fame, ‘the noisome 
scandal of the East. The official and 
socla] guano of the Island is Augean 
in quantity and quality. Iniquity 
has become there a custom, etc.”

BY 
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Notwithstanding the censeless at- 
tacks made upon the Colony by Its 
critles abroad the local mercantile 
community was at any rate firmly 
convinced of the great future in store 
for the port. It foresaw that the 
successful conclusion of the war with 
Chinn would result in a great trade 
“boom,” and It was prepared to lake 
ndvantage of the opportunity. In 
fact, with the close of the ‘if{ties the 
wave of prosperity became so marked 
that there occurred a definite in- 
crease in population. Hongkonst 
now became the mecen of the Far 
East for the aspiring; young men of 
the day, ond the dark accounts pub- 
lished. in) the Home newspapers 
scemed only to increase their desire 
to seek their, fortunes here; for to 
many the “ndvertising’' of — the 
Colony as it was done in those days, 
was the best sort of inducement to 
fet new © settlers. Youths who 
chafed at the narrow sphere 2f 
actlvity in England rejoleed at their 
chance of escape. The presence of 
so many recrufts to the Countling- 
houses of the Colony injected into 
colonial life an exuberance and joie 
de vivant which was a striking com- 
mentiry to the mournful attitude 
prevalent eighteen or twenty years 
previously. 


Start Of Newspapers 


. An indication of the phenomenal 
-trnde development which was now 
taking place in the Colony was the 
establishment of two journals in 
1857, One was a monthly 
magazine, the first of its kind ever 


attempted In the Far East, and whilst 
it was unfortunately ephemeral in 
its existence, it yet enjoyed much 
popularity and: its name The Hong- 
kong Monthiy Magazine was well- 
known In its day. It was unique In ~ 
the annals of local journalism inas~ 
much as its publisher and founder 
Was a worpan, Mrs, A. B. Beecher, an 
American missionary, and incidental- 
ly sister-In-law of the famous divine, 
Henry Ward Beecher, Her an- 
nouncement of the undertakjng occurs 
in the China Mall of June 24, 1857, 
und rends as follows:

“With the Ist July, commences a 
serles of publications under the 
above Title, Edited by Mrs. A. F. 
Beecher. It will be the aim of the 
Editress to sustaln a plensant Local’ 
Magazine, making It welcome alike 
to the Houschold and the Counting 
Room, and In all respects credit- 
able to the community whence it 
emanates.” 

The other periodical 
saw the light at this time was the 
Daily Press, which commenced 
publication on October 1, 1857, The 
purpose of the newspaptr was to 
serve the Interests of the rapidly 
expanding commercial community, 
and its founder Mr. Yorick Jones 
Murrow, was a man.who was one of 


the outstanding direction the Dy

time. Under his direction the Deity 
Rress_ achieved eminence + the 
premier house organ of the local mer- 
cantile community. 


In- short, Hongkong was now fully 
“of age”, and no longer were the 
‘doleful jeremiads of its critics ap- 
Pleable to the changed conditions in 
the Colony. And even if they were, 
it was far too much occypled In reap- 
ing the benefits of its own prosperity 
to hearken to the captious recital of 
any of its shortcomings elther at 
home or abroad.

Start Of Newspapers 


An indication of the phenomenal 
trade development which was now 
taking place In the Colony was the 
establishment of two journals in 
1857. One ‘was «a monthly 


‘magazine, the first of its Ikkind ever 


known in its day. It was'unique in __ 


the annals of local journalism inns- 
much og its publisher and founder 
was a woman, Mra, A, E. Beecher, an 
American missionary, and incidentel- 
ly sister-in-law of the famous divine, 
Henry Ward Beecher. Her ane. 
nouncement of the undertaking occurs* 
in the China Mail of June 24, 1057,. 
and reads as follows:

“With the ist July, commences a 
series: of publications under the 
nbove Title, Edited by Mra, A. FE, 
Beecher. It will be the alm of the 
Editress to sustain a pleasant Local 
Magazine, making it welcome alike 
to the Houschold and the Counting 
Room, and in all respects eredit- 
nble to the community whenee it 
emanates.”
